ITH twelve states already 
committed to woman 
suffrage and four more 
to vote on the question 

in the November elections, interest in 
all sections of the country is rapidly 
increasing. Four of the most populous 
states in the Union will decide the 
question at the polls this fall, and both 
the pro and anti-suffrage organizations 
are confident of victory. New York, 


ONE 


New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts will decide this year. 

Here are the states where the women 
already have the vote: Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Idaho, Lllinois, Kan- 
sas, Montana, Nevada, Utah, Oregon, 
Washington and Wyoming. As yet no 
eastern state has granted its women a 
right to vote, Illinois being the near- 
est to the Atlantic seaboard. 

Women Campaign Active. 

The women have been very active in 
their campaign for votes and have re- 
sorted to many unique devices with 
which to advertise and bring their 
propaganda before the public eye. On 
any night on the street corners of the 
large cities in the estates where the 
elections are to be held this year wom- 
en are making their pleas direct to the 
voter, to the man on the street.

In 1800 no married woman tin the 
state could hold any property or make 
a will. No woman could go to college.

1821—The first female seminary was 
opened at Troy by Emma Willard. 
That a girl should study Latin or 
geometry was considered ridiculous. 

1848—New York first gave married 
women the right to hold and control 
their own property.

This mathematical demonstration of 
the money value of the cana! to satl- 
ing ships may be subject to sqgme va- 
riation, but the outstanding fact Is the 
passage both of big and little sailing 
vessels through the cana! and the con- 
clusion of so conservative an official as 
Governor Goethals and his associates 
that the canal route is favorable to 
them, 

The experience in regard to traffic 
routes, making allowance for the up- 
set caused by the world war, in the 
main justifies anticipations, Thus far 
the chief volume of traffic is the coast- 
wise trade—that is, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and vice versa.

commissions J. 2, Poynter, chairman 
of the hail insurance Tapmablanion: in

Mr, Poynter estimated.that not over 
fifty per cent. of the loss through hail 
to the Saskatchewan farmers was cov- 
ered by hail insurance of any kind. 

The téss was considerably greater 
than that of last year, There were 
several reasons for this. In the first 
place, the area under crop this year 
was much greater than in any pre- 
vious year, Another factor which 
fended to make the loss 80 much 
greater was the splendid crops which 
had been brought almost tb maturity 
before they were damaged by frost. 
In an ordinary year, im many in- 
| stances, $10 per acre would cover the 
jdamage to the crop, while this year 
rit would take double this sum, owing 
to the heavy yield in most
